Having grown Iris for more than 25 years, importing them from 
every nook and corner of the globe where the Iris grows, testing every 
new outstanding variety, I can now testify that it is one of the most 
delightful and fascinating “Hobbies” imaginable. 


If one has an artistic temperament there is great allurement in try- 
ing to make one’s garden a real, living, growing, ever-changing picture 
—a garden of enchantment to those who love the beauties of nature. 


In fact, I am sure there can be no greater satisfaction to the artist 
in being able to catch one fleeting glimpse of nature, and fixing it 
upon his canvas with brush and color, than there is to the enthusi- 
astic gardener in being able to create a living garden picture. 


If one cannot enjoy the luxuries of collecting fine paintings, one 
can get a great thrill out of collecting the finest products of the 
hybridizer’s skill. 


If it isn’t convenient to enjoy the fascinations of golf, try swinging 
a hoe, instead of a golf stick, for there is great magic in the ordinary 
garden accessories, and perhaps quite as much fun in training a living 
flowering plant to surpass itself, as there is in inducing a golf ball 
to do one’s bidding. 


If you have a speculative hankering, but have come to learn that 
the stock-market is a hazardous place to satisfy this craving, try one 
of the most abserbing speculations in the world, at little or no expense, 
by crossing two varieties of Irises, planting the seeds from the 
resulting crosses, and awaiting breathlessly the new variety of your 
own creation; for it is as easy to create a new type of flower that has 
never existed before, as it is to make a cup of tea. 


One of the joys of living in the country is to enjoy the pleasures of 
a home garden, especially a flower garden, for a country home with- 
out a garden is like a violin without strings, a radio without tubes, 
an automobile without an engine. 


There is no flower that is more easily grown than the Iris, none 
that will produce a wider range or a greater riot of color, with every 
conceivable fragrance, great diversity of form, size and height, and 
with a blooming season lasting three months if the proper varieties 
are selected. 


_ They need not be dug up or covered during the winter, or replanted 
in the spring. You just let them stay where they are and they come 
up smiling next season. They will grow anywhere, in full sun or 
semi-shade, and in any ordinary garden soil. Truly they are the most 
accommodating of all plants, and most bounteous in their returns 
for any little attentions that are shown them. 


There is no trick to growing fine Irises. The trick is only in 
getting the proper varieties from a reliable grower.

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INTRODUCTION 


Such great strides are being made in the improvement of the Iris from year to 
year that the varieties grown prior to the war are mostly as much out of date as the 
fashions of a century ago. Just as each season brings us new styles, so each new 
Iris season brings us new colors, more charming blends, finer form, more exquisite 
fragrance, better substance, larger flowers that are better spaced, on taller, firmer 
stems, and innumerable other improvements. Most of the older types have been 
dropped from my collection, because they have been so far surpassed by the newer 
introductions that there is no more justification for growing them than there is for 
wearing old-fashioned clothing. However, there are just a few of the older types 
that still hold their own with the best of the new introductions, and still deserve 
a place in a collection of “The World’s Choicest Irises.”” These are retained in my 
collection and a selection of inexpensive varieties can be made from this catalogue 
with the full assurance that all mediocre varieties have been deleted and that you 
will therefore be getting only choice varieties in selecting from this catalogue, 
whether you buy the high priced ones or the less expensive varieties. There is not 
a poor one in the lot, as will be noticed by the uniformly high ratings. 


Many new varieties are added to my catalogue again this year and a number of 
varieties that were listed last year have been dropped. This does not mean that 
they were not choice varieties, but that they have been superseded by something 
better. It is only by this constant improvement that the collection can be kept up 
to the highest standard. More than three thousand varieties have been grown in 
my test gardens, and after testing them all I consider thig collection the cream of 
all the fine Iris that have ever been grown. 


RATINGS 


The figures given immediately following the name of a variety are the official 
ratings given by the American Iris Society, the first being the ‘‘Exhibition Rating,” 
or the rating as an exhibition flower; the second figure being the “Garden Rating,” 
or the rating for its landscape or garden effect. Those not rated are mostly rare or 
recently introduced varieties that were not sufficiently well known to the jurors to 
rate them. In the American Iris Society rating, 100 is considered perfect, but no 
Iris is ever rated 100, because room must always be left for improvement, and there 
probably is no such thing as perfection. The official ratings are as follows: 


95, almost perfect 70, good } 
90, very fine 60, good but not outstanding 
85, fine 50, fair 

80, very good Below 50, poor 


The heights given in this catalogue are the heights of the flowering stalk in my 
gardens. The name and date given in parenthesis, after the variety, is the name 
of the originator and the year it was introduced. I am also mentioning which are 
early and which are late blooming among the tall Bearded Iris, as these are of 
special interest in prolonging the flowering season. 

The upper petals of the flower that usually stand up straight are called ‘‘Stand- 
ards”; the lower petals that fall down are called “Falls.” 


All plants are guaranteed true to name, and there is no place in the 
world where they grow better than right here in Bayside. I guar- 
antee unqualified satisfaction with anything purchased from me. 


AN INVITATION 


A cordial invitation is extended to all flower lovers to visit my exhibition and 
test gardens at any time. The little Reticulata Iris blooms during March, the dwarfs 
and intermediates during April and early May, the Regelias, Regelio-cyclus, Onco- 
eyclus and Pogocyclus types during May, the early tall bearded _ varieties during 
the last two weeks of May, and then the main showing during the last week in May 
and the first week of June and running into the second week. Following this we 
have the Japanese Iris during late June, through July and_ into. August. | Inter- 
spersed with all of these are the Siberians, the Spurias and various Species and 
Varieties of “‘Beardless” Iris, the Evansias and various Bulbous species. The moat 
interesting time for a visit is during the last week of May and the first week o 
June, when a million blossoms may be seen, including Prize Peonies, Roses and 


many choice flowering plants. 
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NEW INTRODUCTIONS FOR 1930-1931 


For a great many years I have been growing thousands of seedlings, 
from hand-pollenized seeds of the choicest varieties. It is but natural 
that these seedlings should be of a high order; but just because a 
seedling is beautiful is no reason for naming and introducing it. To 
be introduced it should be some advance or improvement over exist- 
ing types. If it is a red toned variety, it should be a better red, a 
deeper or richer red, a larger flower, with perhaps taller stems or 
better substance, or greater refinement. There should be something 
that makes it stand out over everything of its type already existing. 


I have discarded thousands of seedlings that were better than new 
introductions that I have bought abroad at very high prices; just as 
I have discarded these new introductions from abroad, after testing 
them out, if they did not seem worthy of a place in a collection of 
“The World’s Choicest Irises.” A seedling may be as fine as Ambas- 
sadeur, or Bruno, or Louis Bel, or Morning Splendour, or Aphrodite, 
but unless it is AN IMPROVEMENT, or something better, or distinctly 
new, it should not be introduced. Therefore, while I have raised many 
thousands of hand-crossed seedling's, comparatively few of the choicest 
“ones are reserved for further observation and propagation and only 
a small percentage of these will be introduced. Some of my friends 
who have seen my seedlings in bloom have expressed a fear that my 
conservatism would lead to my discarding too many worth-while 
varieties, but since error of judgment is human, I would rather err 
in that direction. I do not wish to introduce anything that will not 
rate highly. 


There is therefore a tremendous amount of work and expense in- 
volved in raising the large number of seedlings that it is necessary 
to raise in order to select a few outstanding new ones. The cost 
of these new introductions is therefore necessarily rather high. 


BLUE GEM (Wayman, 19381), 42 inches. A gigantic blue toned bi- 
color, with a VERY SWEET FRAGRANCE, the flowers being 
of perfect form and nicely placed on tall, stout, erect stems. A 
fine, rugged, free growing and free flowering variety. Stand- 
ards bright bluish-violet; falls brilliant litho purple, shading 
lighter toward the edges. . $15.00 each 


CORAL QUEEN (Wayman, 1931), 28 inches. A very lovely coral 
pink, somewhat similar in color to Marquesette, which is one 
of the most admired of the newer Irises, but Coral Queen is 
smoother, and of better form and substance, with delightfully 
ruffled standards and flaring falls and a DISTINCT SUGARY 
FRAGRANCE, “LIKE THE ICING ON A CAKE.” There is a 
bright orange beard, amber styles and crests and a yellow 
throat that is veined deep helibore red out to the tip of the 
beard. It is a lovely flower and makes a delightful garden 
clump. $15.00 each 


FIREFLAME (Wayman, 1931), 32 inches. A brilliant rose toned 
variety, with old-rose standards and brilliant ruby red falls, veined 
and edged white. Old gold styles with lavender crests. Deep 
orange beard. Throat beautifully veined. One of my most 
distinctive seedlings. $10.00 each 
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GIANT KING (Sass, 1931), 32 inches. A specimen plant of this was 
sent to me by Sass in 1927. When it flowered I was so much 
impressed with it that I bought the entire stock and asked 
Mr. Sass to permit me to name and introduce it. It is of the 
Iris King type, but of gigantic size, being as large as Am- 
bassadeur or larger, therefore I named it “Giant King.” The 
standards are fawn, softly suffused rose and the falls are 
wine red, with a throat that is prominently veined over a white 
ground out to the tip of the orange beard. It is a flower of 
perfect form and good substance. $5.00 each 


GOLDEN CROWN (Wayman, 1931), 24 inches. This very charming 
“variegata” seedling has been greatly admired by all who have 
seen it. The standards are of pure amber coloring and the 
brilliant velvety falls are of violet crimson. The standards are 
open cup shaped displaying a beautiful throat and bright amber 
styles; the flaring falls are of solid color, without the typical 
lighter edge. There is a brilliant golden beard and the throat 
is white, beautifully veined. It is a perfect gem and a brilliant 
bit of color for the front of the border. $25.00 each 


GOLDILOCKS (Wayman, 1930), 36 inches. VERY FRAGRANT. In 
searching for a name that would be descriptive and appropriate 
for this most charming variety I could think of nothing more 
suitable than the golden-haired Miss whose name I have ap- 
propriated for the purpose. It is one of the most fragrant of 
all Irises. The standards, falls and styles are of a uniform soft 
yellow, of unusual tone, with a lustrous silky sheen and the 
smoothest texture imaginable. It is much more stylish looking 
than any other yellow Iris I have ever seen, and is a very large 
flower of perfect form, nicely branched on 36-inch stems, the 
flowers being beautifully poised and nicely placed. It also has 
the advantage of being very early, coming about ten days 
ahead of the regular season, and I believe that choice varieties, 
blooming either ahead of the regular season or after the season, 
are of special value in prolonging the Iris season. Besides bloom- 
ing quite early, it continues right through the season until most 
of the others have finished flowering, continuing in bloom for 
a full four weeks in my garden this past season. It is a rugged 
hardy grower, which is something that cannot be said of many 
of the yellows, and is a champion propagator and a profuse 
bloomer. It is most handsome as an individual or exhibition 
flower and makes a wonderful garden clump, attracting atten- 
tion from all parts of the garden. It seems to have every good 
quality to recommend it, being quite unlike any other yellow 
Iris. The Iris that nearest approaches it in color and form is 
Aliquippa, which was awarded the American Iris Society Silver 
Medal, but it is fully twice as large as Aliquippa and is superior 
in every other way. $50.00 each 
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GRACE WAYMAN (Wayman, 1931), 30 inches. A flower of perfect 
form, large size, fine texture and unusual brilliant violet color- 
ing, no other Iris comparing with it in brilliancy. In fact it 
makes the richest Iris look dull by comparison. By Ridgway’s 
color chart the standards and crests are a lovely shade of 
lavender-violet and the flaring falls are the most brilliant 
pansy-violet, with a white throat veined the color of the falls. 
The standards are arching cupped, just open enough to display 
a very beautiful throat. Having no Dominion, or Ricardi or 
Mesopotamica blood this variety is hardy and a rugged grower, 
very free flowering and a good propagator. Has a long flower- 
ing season and withstands the weather well. $10.00 each 


MRS. ILTIS (Fryer, 1925). While this variety was originated by the 
late Mr. Fryer in 1925, it has never become generally distrib- 
uted and is practically unknown to the public. Having had the 
distinction of being given an Award of Merit by the Council of 
the Royal Horticultural Society of England after a trial at 
Wisley, I negotiated with Mrs. Fryer regarding the purchase 
of the entire stock, which I have done at a price that will enable 
me to introduce it to the public at a very modest price for such 
a gem. The color is Wisteria Blue and it is a very large, self 
colored flower of the finest form and a prodigious bloomer, be- 
sides being a late flowering variety.

PEERESS (Wayman, 1930). This is a sister seedling of Refulgence, 
but Peeress is decidedly blue toned, whereas Refulgence is 
decidedly red toned. The silky standards are of bright violet 
blue coloring and the falls are brilliant velvety pansy violet 
with a white throat, which is beautifully veined bronze out to- 
wards the tip of the deep orange beard. There is a hair line 
of lighter color down the centre of the falls. The form is sim- 
ilar to Refulgence and the open standards disclose a beautifully 
marked throat. The styles are ivory, with crests the color of 
the standards. It is a very large flower, free flowering, on tall 
erect stems. $10.00 each 


PIRATE GOLD (Wayman, 1931), 34 inches. A fine, large, uniform 
deep yellow flower, the standards, falls, styles and crests being 
the same deep rich coloring and having a brilliant orange 
beard; light brownish reticulations at the throat. Many flowers 
open at one time. The standards are domed and the falls are 
flaring. As good as Goldilocks, but an entirely different type of 
flower, being an improvement on the Coronation or Nebraska

REDLIGHT (Wayman, 1931), 28 inches. An exceedingly fine rich 
velvety burgundy red toned Iris, of gigantic size, perfect form 
and heavy substance, remaining in good condition throughout 
the stormiest weather that destroys other Irises. I do not 
know of any other Iris that is more perfect in form or sub- 
stance, or of more attractive coloring. $10.00 each 
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REFULGENCE (Wayman, 1930), 40 inches. (Formerly named 
RHAPSODY, but it was necessary to change the name as I 
found the name RHAPSODY had already been appropriated.) 
This variety has attracted a great deal of attention in my 
gardens for the past four years. Every Iris authority and Iris 
“fan” who has seen it has enthused about it, and I personally 
feel that it is one of the most attractive Irises in my gardens. It 
has one valuable feature in being the first to be introduced of a 
group of late blooming seedlings, which will prolong the bearded 
Iris season for about two weeks, this variety being in full bloom 
after other bearded Iris in the garden have finished flowering. 
It is an exceedingly rich flower of gigantic size, on tall, stout, 
erect stems and is a prodigious bloomer. The form is unusual, 

l one of the charms of this variety being the open cup-shaped 
standards which display a beautifully veined throat, and even 
those who are usually opposed to this form are greatly im- 
pressed by the beauty of this variety. Personally I do not 
believe that any one form should be the standard of perfection. 
The standards are light violet-blue with bronzy shadings towards 
the claw and along the lower edge of the petals. The falls are 
deep velvety violet-purple, with a beautifully veined white 
throat. The styles are amber, with crests the color of the 
standards, and the beard is of bronzy yellow. The falls, which 
are semi-flaring, measure 7 inches from tip to top and the 
flowering stalk is 40 inches high. It makes a magnificent garden 
clump and the individual flower is very fine. $10.00 each 

WHITE BIRD (Wayman, 1931), 33 inches. A very lovely variety, 
with ivory white standards and pure white flaring falls, with 
throat prominently veined manganese violet-purple out as far 
as the tip of the beard. Soft amber styles, and beard of the 
same color.

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DWARF BEARDED IRIS 


This section is the first of the bearded Iris to bloom. In the lati- 
tude of New York, they begin to bloom the latter part of April and 
continue during the first two weeks of May. They may be trans- 
planted any time when the ground is not frozen. June, July, August 
and September are especially recommended as the best time to plant 
them. : 

Those that are 6 inches or less in height are specially interesting 
in a rock garden. Those that are ten inches or more in height are 
useful for planting in the border in front of the later blooming vari- 
eties. The varieties listed are hardy and free flowering and the blos- 
soms are in many cases almost as large as the later varieties. j 

Dwarf Iris are quite scarce, the great interest in rock gardening 
having used up the available supply. A few of them should be in 
every garden. The high quality of this collection is indicated by the 
uniformly high ratings. The fact that several of these were not 
rated, is due to their scarcity.

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DWARF BEARDLESS IRIS 


There are a few exceedingly interesting varieties in this section, 
which are practically unknown, even to the Iris enthusiast, yet they 
are charming plants for the rock garden or as a ground cover. They 
will be shipped at the proper time for transplanting, which is spring, 
or late summer or early fall. 


ENSATA, 10 inches. This is a very handsome little soft lavender 
flower that blooms about the same time as the Dwarf Bearded 
Iris and is very free flowering.

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SIBERIAN AND ORIENTALIS IRIS 


These two groups, which are closely related, form one of the most 
important sections of the _ Iris 
family. The Siberian Irises are 
not native to Siberia, as the name 
would indicate, but come from Cen- 
tral Europe and Russia, while the 
Orientalis species come from Man- 
churia and Japan. Theoretically 
the Orientalis is a larger flowered 
Sibirica, but the cross-breeding of 
the two makes it impossible to sep- 
arate them. They are quite hardy, 
and many eminent authorities con- 
sider them the most elegant of all 
Irises. They are of the easiest cul- 
ture and are prodigious bloomers, 
an established clump often produc- 
ing fifty or more flowering stalks. 
They grow on long thin tubular 
stems, have ornamental grass-like 
foliage and are excellent cut 
flowers, lasting a long time when 
cut. They bloom about the same 
time as the “Bearded” Iris. They 
are especially fine for landscape 
work, or for bordering a brook or 
pond, where they should be kept 
above the water line. They prefer 
a moist, well drained, sunny situa- 
tion and soil that is rich in humus, 
but will take care of themselves 
almost anywhere. In fact, I have 
had them do exceedingly well in 
almost full shade, where the soil 
was quite dry. The best fertilizer 
is well rotted stable manure. It 
is well to avoid lime, also bone 
meal, on account of its lime content. 

Siberian Iris can be transplanted 
in the Spring, just as growth is 
starting; or if not transplanted at 
that time it should be deferred 
until September or October.

This 
is accomplished by withholding all moisture throughout the entire 
summer by means of the protection of a cold frame. Given this treat- 
ment, they flower profusely in my gardens. Where only a few are 
grown, the same results may be accomplished by potting them, bury- 
ing the pots in the fall, where they are left until after flowering 
season; then the pots may be lifted and put away to dry. 





SUSIANA 


SUSIANA, 24 inches. I usually have hundreds of flowers of this 
variety in bloom in a cold frame, with gigantic flowers.

in well drained soil that has had plenty of limestone and sharp sand 
or coal ashes incorporated in it. No Iris garden is complete without a 
few specimens of Pogocyclus Iris, as they are entirely different in 
form and marking from all other Iris, and even among themselves 
there is a vast difference between the varieties in this respect. I 
have many varieties besides those listed here, but am listing only those 
that have proven quite hardy outside without any special care. These 
begin to bloom in Bayside about the middle of May with the exception 
of the new variety, Mons Streichen, which commences flowering dur- 
ing the last week of April. 
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CONGRES (Cayeux, 1924), 36 inches. This new Pogocyclus hybrid 
is one of the finest of all, being a flower of gigantic size, of a 
rich new coloring in this group, of heavy substance, finest form 
and growing on tall erect stems. From its sturdiness and 
general appearance it looks as though it may have some Ambas- 
sadeur blood in it; it is almost as dark as Louis Bel, but on the 
red side, the color effect being a rich dark ruby red, the velvety 
falls being almost black and the throat beautifully marked.

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JAPANESE IRIS 


After gathering Japanese Iris from all sources over a period of 
many years, accumulating several hundred varieties for testing and 
comparison, I decided to select a Master List and to propagate these 
in quantities, eliminating all the rest. I do not announce this as my 
final Master List, because I have some very fine importations from 
Japan that will be included in this list as soon as they are available 
in sufficient quantities to offer them for sale at a favorable price, and 
a few of those included in the present list will no doubt be dropped at 
that time. The varieties retained by me from my original collection 
are, of course, considered by me the finest originated to date; there 
are giant singles and doubles, self colors, mottled, striped and blended 
effects; subtle soft tints and gorgeously brilliant colorings in a most 
comprehensive range. 

There is nothing more showy than the Japanese Iris, and as they
